1.  Harrison County Rural Electric Membership Corgdration

Harrison County Rural Electric Membership Corporation (REMC) has submitted a revised
“Schedule of Non-Recurring charges” to incorporate a credit card convenience fee of $2.00 per
credit card type transaction.

The REMC averages approximately $170,000 each month in credit card transactions, which is
$186.05 per transaction. The REMC’s fee for a credit card transaction from the credit card

companies is 1.08%, which translates to $2.01 on average.
